The  Massachusetts  Urban  Forest  Council  was  established  in 
1992.  The  1990  Farm  Bill  included  funding  through  the 
U.S.  Forest  Service  for  Urban  and  Community  Forestry.  All 
states  were  required  to  establish  advisory  councils  to  guide 
state  officials  in  utilizing  these  funds.  The  Council  has  since 
registered  themselves  as  a  501  (c)3,  non-profit  organization 
with  the  IRS,  and  has  developed  a  5-year  plan.

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PLANNING  AND  DESIGN 


When  considering  the  trees  in  your  city  or  town,  it  is  impor- 
tant to  remember  that  trees  are  part  of  an  overall  ecosystem 
in  your  community,  and  they  should  enhance  as  well  as 
improve  the  areas  in  which  they  are  established.  Moreover, 
it  is  crucial  to  consider  the  surrounding  landscape  and 
ecosystem  of  which  these  trees  will  become  a  part.  Planning 
for  the  right  tree  in  the  right  place  is  a  key  to  any  healthy 
urban  forest! 

The  following  list  provides  some  suggestions  when  planning 
your  urban  forest  project.  Contact  your  tree  warden  before 
you  begin — make  this  part  of  the  planning  process  early  on! 

Enhance  the  community's  identity  and  image  by: 

•  accenting  gateways  or  entry  points  into  the  community. 

•  accenting  intersections  which  are  important  local 
connections. 

•  selecting  trees  that  are  adapted  to  existing  climactic  con- 
ditions so  they  perform  well  and  reinforce  the  positive 
image  of  the  community. 

Link  existing  neighborhood  forests  together  by: 

•  establishing  a  greenway  system  throughout  the  communi- 
ty connecting  urban  neighborhoods,  parks  and  open  spaces. 

•  planting  on  arterial,  collector,  and  local  streets  thereby 
extending  the  urban  forest. 

•  extending  the  urban  forest  into  commercial,  industrial, 
institutional  and  open  space  areas. 

Acknowledge  visual,  social,  and  cultural  diversity  throughout 
the  community  by: 

•  involving  residents  in  decision  making  as  much  as 
possible. 

•  allowing  for  individual  neighborhood  and  resident 
expression. 

•  encouraging  community  participation  in  urban  forestry 
efforts. 

•  making  use  of  public  land  in  neighborhoods  for  groves 
of  trees  that  help  relieve  linearity,  enhancing  visual  and 
species  diversity. 
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Mitigate  any  adverse  visual  and  physical  impacts  of  streets  by: 

•  responding  to  the  individual  site  constraints: 
tree  planting  size 

setback  requirements 

•  providing  adequate  growing  space: 
tree  lawns  whenever  possible 
setback  plantings  on  private  property 

(no  more  than  20  feet  from  side  of  the  road) 
parking  lot  islands 

•  screening  objectionable  views. 

•  separating  incompatible  uses. 

•  choosing  shade  trees  to  reduce  heat  and  glare  on  streets 
and  pedestrian/bike  paths. 

Respect  each  site's  environmental  and  junctional  planting 
requirements  by: 

•  selecting  trees  adapted  to  the  environmental  conditions 
of  the  site. 

•  satisfying  any  functional  reasons  for  planting  such  as 
objectionable  views,  energy  conservation,  wind  reduc- 
tion, air  pollution  abatement,  noise  reduction,  shading 
pavement  areas  to  reduce  the  "heat  island"  effect. 

•  using  a  diversity  of  species  instead  of  over  planting  with 
a  popular  tree  type,  thus  reducing  chances  of  tree  loss 
from  disease. 

•  planting  to  attract  and  support  wildlife. 

•  planting  appropriate  species  in  compatible  growing  spaces 
which  are  large  enough  to  support  healthy  tree  growth  and 
which  minimize  damage  to  adjacent  structures. 

(Sacramento  Urban  Forest  Management  Plan.  Wolfe  Mason  Associates,  1992) 


It  is  important,  when  selecting  the  proper  species  to  plant, 
to  consider  several  factors  such  as  tree  type,  height,  spread, 
growth  rate,  etc.  These  factors  are  described  in  detail  below, 
followed  by  a  suggested  species  list  for  Massachusetts. 

Type: 

Natives  are  important  to  preserve  the  natural  ecosystems  and 
visual  character  of  an  area.  They  should  be  used  in  open 
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spaces  or  in  areas  where  they  are  intermixed  with  appropri- 
ate naturalized  species.  However,  a  number  of  appropriate 
imported  species  have  been  introduced  to  the  Massachusetts 
landscape.  Evaluate  the  site  in  terms  of  its  natural  compo- 
nent and  design. 

Height: 

Three  heights  are  used,  based  on  expected  growth  for  trees 
in  restrictive  street  tree  environments. 

Small:  Under  30  feet  tall 
Medium:  30  to  50  feet  tall 
Tall:  More  than  50  feet  tall 

Spread: 

Spread  is  a  more  dominating  factor  than  height  in  describ- 
ing the  impact  a  tree  will  have  on  a  street,  neighborhood  or 
the  larger  community.  This  categorization  will  designate 
which  species  can  be  used  as  shade  canopy  trees.  For  exam- 
ple, a  tall,  narrow  tree  such  as  a  red  pine  tree  provides  min- 
imal canopy,  while  a  tall,  broad  tree  such  as  an  oak  tree  pro- 
vides maximum  canopy.  In  some  instances,  narrow  growing 
trees  are  more  advantageous  where  building  setbacks  impose 
restrictions.  Horizontal  width  of  the  tree  canopy  is  identi- 
fied as: 

Narrow:  Less  than  20  feet  wide 
Average:  20  to  40  feet  wide 
Broad:  More  than  40  feet  wide 

Growth  rate: 

Slow:  Will  take  many  years  to  develop  its  mature  form. 

Medium:  Will  begin  to  acquire  mature  characteristics  with- 
in 20  years. 

Fast:  Will  begin  to  develop  a  tree  canopy  after  the  first  five 
years,  if  planted  from  a  15  gallon  container  or  larger  size. 

Very  fast:  The  same  as  for  fast  trees  except  form  begins  with- 
in five  years.  These  trees  should  be  used  as  secondary  or  sup- 
port species  only,  as  they  usually  have  high  maintenance 
requirements  and  are  short-lived. 

Spacing: 

Small  trees:  1 5  to  20  feet  apart 
Medium  trees:  20  to  30  feet  apart 
Large  trees:  30  to  40  feet  apart 


Other  factors  that  are  important  are: 

Life  span:  Useful  life  expectancy  under  stressful  urban  street 
conditions. 

Form:  The  shape  of  the  tree's  crown. 

Preferences:  Horticultural  conditions  preferred  by  the  tree, 
such  as  good  drainage,  regular  watering,  no  watering,  etc., 
or  design  situations  which  limit  growth,  such  as  overhead 
utilities  and  medians  which  require  a  minimum  of  8  feet  in 
growing  space. 

Abundant  seeds  or  fruit  which  fall  from  the  tree  periodi- 
cally: Trees  that  produce  organic  litter  should  be  planted  over 
surfaces  that  accommodate  it  without  becoming  an  exces- 
sive maintenance  or  safety  problem.  These  trees  are  won- 
derful assets  if  planted  in  appropriate  locations. 

Tolerances:  Horticultural  conditions  which  a  tree  can  toler- 
ate, such  as  alkaline  soil,  wind,  frost,  etc. 

Fall  color:  If  color  is  important  to  you,  choose  a  tree  whose 
fall  foliage  will  be  spectacular. 

Planting  space: 

Since  the  number  one  factor  which  limits  the  growth  of  a 
tree  in  urban  areas  is  the  size  of  the  available  planting  area, 
planting  space  is  extremely  important  to  consider  when 
selecting  a  tree  species. 

Small  planting  sites:  Existing  spaces  less  than  4  feet  wide 
which  cannot  be  enlarged — do  not  plant  there! 

Medium  planting  sites:  6  to  8  feet  wide  tree  wells,  10  to  15 
feet  wide  medians. 

Large  planting  sites:  Street  lawns,  tree  wells  and  other  open- 
ings between  8  and  1 5  feet  wide,  including  medians. 

Trees  not  to  use:  The  factors  for  this  decision  can  be  defined  as 
follows: 

•  Pest  and  Disease:  Pest  problems  serious  enough  to  be 
difficult  to  control  and/or  are  considered  to  be  an 
untreatable  disease. 

•  Pavement  Destruction:  Pavement  problems  caused  by 
fast  growing  roots. 

•  Overplanted:  Causes  a  danger  to  a  large  percentage  of 
a  species  if  overcome  by  pest  or  disease  problems.  An 
area  planted  in  one  species  may  be  entirely  destroyed. 
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•  Hardiness:  Likelihood  of  suffering  severe  damage 
during  frost. 

•  Availability:  Difficulty  in  locating  within  the  nursery 
trade. 

•  Horticulturally  Difficult:  Horticultural  idiosyncrasies 
which  make  training  difficult  or  have  an  undesirable 
natural  form.

The  quality  of  the  tree  purchased  from  the  nursery  is  as  impor- 
tant to  the  long-term  health  of  the  tree  as  are  its  location, 
species  selection,  and  planting  technique.  Mature  trees  that 
have  blown  over  in  storms  can  often  be  traced  back  to  having 
kinked  or  girdled  roots  that  were  formed  in  the  nursery. 

Quality  nursery  trees  have: 

•  root  systems  free  of  defects 

•  well  developed  trunks  whose  diameter  tapers  from  its  base 
to  its  top 

•  lower  branches 

•  vigorous  growth 

•  free  of  pests  and  injury 

•  no  trunk  wounds.

Kollin,ASLA,  1991.) 
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ACCEPTANCE  OF  NURSERY  TREES 
AND  DELIVERY 

I.  All  trees  should  be  nursery  grown  and  true  to  type  or 
name  as  ordered  or  shown  on  the  plans  and  should  be 
individually  tagged  or  tagged  in  groups  by  species  and 
cultivar  (variety). 

II.  All  trees  should  be  healthy,  well-rooted,  properly 
trained,  and  have  a  form  typical  for  the  species  or  cul- 
tivar. These  characteristics  are  described  in  section  III 
through  VII. 

III.  All  trees  should  comply  with  federal  and  state  laws 
requiring  inspection  for  plant  diseases  and  pest  infes- 
tations. 

IV  The  rootball  of  all  trees  should  be  moist  throughout 
and  the  crown  shall  show  no  signs  of  moisture  stress. 

V  Tree  crown:  broadleaved,  decurrent  (round-headed) 
trees. 

A.     A  single,  straight  trunk  that  has  not  been  head- 
ed or  that  could  be  pruned  to  a  leader. 

1 .  Potential  lateral  scaffolds  (height  of  lowest 
scaffold  depends  on  landscape  use): 

a.  Small-growing  trees  at  least  50  mm  (2 
inches)  apart  vertically,  which  could  be 
trained  in  the  landscape  to  3  to  7  branch- 
es 100  mm  (4  inches)  or  more  apart  ver- 
tically. Large-growing  trees  (ash,  oak, 
callery  pear)  at  least  150  mm  (6  inches) 
apart  vertically,  which  could  be  trained 
in  the  landscape  to  5  to  9  branches  450 
mm  (18  inches)  or  more  apart  vertically. 

b.  Radially  distributed  around  the  trunk. 

c.  Not  more  than  two-thirds  the  diameter 
of  the  trunk,  measured  25  mm  (1  inch) 
above  the  branch. 

d.  Free  of  "included"  bark  at  attachments 
'  (bark  embedded  between  the  trunk 

and  a  lateral). 

2.  No  laterals  below  the  lowest  potential  scaf- 
fold should  be  larger  than  one-fourth  (1/4) 
the  trunk  diameter  at  a  point  of  attachment. 
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3.  Each  tree  must  be  able  to  comply  with  num- 
bers one  and  two  above  without  having  or 
having  had  to  remove,  now  or  within  the 
previous  growing  season,  more  than  twenty 
five  (25)  percent  of  the  branches  of  size  sim- 
ilar to  or  larger  than  those  of  the  potential 
scaffold  branches. 

B.  The  minimum  acceptable  length  of  the  most 
recent  season's  shoots  of  small-growing  trees 
might  be  300  mm  (12  inches)  and  for  large- 
growing  trees  the  minimum  acceptable  length 
might  be  450  mm  (18  inches)  and  preferably  0.6 
to  1.0  m  (24  to  36  inches). 

C.  It  is  desirable  that  the  tree: 

1 .  stand  upright  without  support. 

2.  have  small  (less  than  1/4  diameter  of  trunk) 
temporary  branches  along  the  trunk  below 
the  scaffolds. 

VI.  Tree  crown:  broad-leaved  or  coniferous,  excurrent 
(central  trunk)  trees. 

A.  Crown  has  a  single,  straight  trunk  with  no  dou- 
ble leaders  or  vigorous,  upright  branches  com- 
peting with  the  leader. 

B.  Radial  and  vertical  distribution  of  branches  to 
form  a  symmetrical  crown. 

VII.  Roots:  container,  or  balled  and  burlapped  trees  regard- 
less of  species  or  mature  size. 

A.  The  tree  shall  be  free  of  roots  visibly  circling  the 
trunk,  and  free  of  "knees,"  or  roots  protruding 
above  the  soil. 

VIII.  In  case  the  sample  trees  inspected  are  found  to  be 
defective,  the  inspector  should  reserve  the  right  to 
reject  the  entire  lot  or  lots  of  trees  represented  by  the 
defective  samples.  Any  plants  rendered  unsuitable  for 
planting  because  of  this  inspection  should  be  consid- 
ered samples  and  should  not  be  paid  for. 

Further  standards  can  be  found  in  the  "American  Standard  for 
Nursery  Stock"  publication,  ANSI  Z-60. 1-1990,  published 
by  the  American  Association  of  Nurserymen,  1250  I  Street, 
NW,  Suite  500,  Washington,  DC  20005.

Proper  planting  is  the  most  critical  element  in  ensuring  that 
a  tree  has  a  long  and  healthy  life.  Trees  will  arrive  for  plant- 
ing as  either  a  "balled  and  burlapped  (B&B),  a  "bare  root," 
or  in  a  container.  B&B  trees  are  dug  with  a  ball  of  soil  around 
the  roots.  This  ball  is  wrapped  in  burlap  and  tied  with  twine. 
The  roots  of  a  B&B  tree  are  protected  by  the  soil  retained 
in  the  ball.  This  type  of  tree  can  weigh  250  pounds  or  more. 
On  bare  root  trees,  the  trees  are  dug  up  and  soil  removed 
from  around  the  roots.  A  bare  root  tree  may  weigh  only  3 
pounds,  but  it  requires  extra  care  in  handling  since  the  roots 
are  not  sheltered  by  the  soil  and  burlap. 

Most  trees  in  New  England  Nurseries  are  provided  balled 
and  burlapped;  thus,  this  section  will  describe  the  planting 
of  these  trees.  If  you  are  planting  bare  root,  or  container 
stock,  consult  your  tree  warden,  certified  arborist, 
Massachusetts  certified  landscape  professional  or  additional 
publications  for  assistance. 

Preparing  Site  and  Planting 

1 .  Scribe  the  area  where  sod  is  to  be  removed. 

2.  Do  not  remove  the  soil  or  burlap  yet. 

3.  Dig  a  hole  3  times  the  average  spread  of  the  roots,  but 
no  deeper  than  the  roots. 

4.  If  you  are  digging  in  clay  soil,  be  sure  to  make  the  sides 
of  the  hole  rough  rather  than  smooth  or  glazed.  If  the 
weather  is  dry  and  warm,  you  must  plant  quickly  and 
keep  the  hole  wet;  otherwise  the  clay  soil  will  harden 
into  a  clay  pot  that  can  greatly  restrict  the  root  growth 
and  can  eventually  kill  the  tree. 

5.  In  any  type  of  soil,  remove  all  large  stones  and  debris. 
These  materials  can  hinder  new  root  growth. 

6.  To  check  if  the  hole  is  deep  enough,  measure  the  depth 
of  the  tree  ball  with  the  handle  of  a  rake  or  shovel. 
Check  the  height  to  the  bottom  of  the  root  collar.  Next, 
check  the  depth  of  the  hole  the  same  way.  If  the  depth 
is  too  low,  you  must  add  soil.  You  can  kill  your  tree  by 
planting  it  too  deep.  Make  sure,  however,  that  there  is 
not  a  fake  root  collar!  NOTE:  Because  balled  and 
burlapped  trees  are  so  heavy,  be  sure  to  pull  the  tree 
from  the  hole  by  the  root  ball  rather  than  the  trunk  or 
you  could  break  it. 

7.  Once  the  hole  is  wide  and  deep  enough,  carefully  place 
the  tree  in  the  hole  and  remove  any  strings  that  bind 
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the  branches.  Carefully  untangle  any  crossed  limbs. 
Now,  have  someone  hold  the  tree  up  to  see  how  you 
want  to  orient  it.  You  may  wish  to  have  the  side  with 
the  least  limbs  facing  the  street  to  reduce  any  need  for 
trimming  in  the  future. 

8.  Have  someone  continue  to  hold  the  tree  while  you  start 
filling  the  hole  with  the  original  soil — do  not  add 
amendments.  Fertilizers  are  good  for  shrubs,  but  not 
for  trees.  Add  a  little  soil  at  a  time,  and  gently  firm  it 
into  place  around  the  roots,  even  after  the  first  few  shov- 
els full.  Do  not  tightly  pack  the  soil  in — the  roots  need 
soil  pore  space  to  survive.  Use  the  handle  end  to  care- 
fully push  soil  under  the  tree  and  between  the  roots. 
Young  trees  are  easily  cut,  so  be  careful  not  to  hit  the 
trunk  or  roots  with  the  shovel  tip.  Frequently  check 
from  two  angles  to  see  if  the  tree  is  standing  straight. 
Do  not  assume  staking  will  straighten  out  the  tree.  Cut 
and  pull  away  all  the  twine  and  any  wires.  Place  the  tree 
in  the  hole,  then  roll  the  burlap  back,  but  don't  keep  it 
exposed  to  air  for  a  long  period  of  time.  The  burlap  will 
remain  in  the  hole  and  will  deteriorate  over  time. 

9.  Once  the  hole  is  filled,  build  a  small  soil  berm  around 
the  hole  to  direct  the  water  to  the  new  roots.  Add  1 5 
gallons  immediately  after  planting  and  again  a  week 
later  if  it  has  not  rained.  The  water  should  be  added 
slowly  so  as  not  to  wash  away  the  soil.  Do  not  water 
daily,  this  will  only  encourage  root  rot. 

10.  Although  the  following  directions  are  not  essential  to 
the  survival  of  your  tree,  they  will  help  you  create  the 
best  root  system  and  the  quickest  establishment  of  the 
young  tree.  Remove  a  four  foot  by  four  foot  (4x4')  area 
or  greater  of  sod  from  around  the  planting  hole.  Till  up 
the  first  four  to  six  inches  of  soil.  Cover  the  entire  site 
with  four  inches  of  organic  mulch,  such  as  leaf  or  wood 
chip  mulch. 


TAKING  AND  MULCHING 


Most  trees  will  not  require  stakes.  If  a  tree  is  small,  or 
is  in  a  very  windy  location,  you  may  need  to  provide 
stakes.  Otherwise,  a  properly  planted  tree  should  be  able 
to  stand  on  its  own!  If  you  do  need  to  stake,  use  one  for 
smaller  trees  (less  than  five  feet  high)  and  two  or  three 
for  larger  trees.  Place  the  stakes  outside  the  hole  so  you 
don't  injure  the  new  roots. 
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2.  Tree  ties  should  be  strips  of  cloth  or  rubber  at  least  one 
inch  wide.  Ropes  or  wire,  even  if  it  has  been  threaded 
through  a  rubber  hose,  can  cut  and  injure  a  tree. 

3.  Wrap  the  tree  tie  in  a  figure  eight  around  the  tree  and 
stake  about  two-thirds  up  the  tree.  The  ties  must  be 
tight  enough  to  prevent  any  extreme  movement  of  the 
tree  but  gentle  enough  to  allow  some  swaying. 

4.  Mulch!!!  Add  about  three  inches  of  organic  mulch 
around  the  tree — remember  not  to  place  mulch  around 
tree  trunk.  Mulch  helps  keep  weeds  and  grass  out  and 
soil  moisture  in  and  insulates  the  roots  from  tempera- 
ture extremes.

MAINTENANCE 


After  planting,  your  tree  will  need  minor  maintenance  for 
the  first  three  years. 

Watering:  For  the  first  three  years,  it  is  important  to  water 
your  trees  during  dry  periods.  If  there  is  less  than  one  inch 
of  rain  a  week  during  the  growing  season  (typically  April 
through  September),  give  the  trees  each  15  gallons  of  water 
a  week.  Do  not  water  daily;  the  soil  needs  to  dry  out  to  pre- 
vent soil  diseases  (fungi,  rot)  from  taking  hold.  Remember, 
a  slow  deep  soaking  is  best.  If  only  the  top  foot  of  soil  is 
watered,  roots  will  develop  only  in  the  top  foot  of  soil,  leav- 
ing the  tree  open  to  severe  damage  if  the  weather  turns  hot. 

Fertilizing:  Fertilizer  is  not  recommended  in  the  first  year. 
Containerized  and  balled  and  burlapped  trees  arrive  from 
the  nursery  heavily  fertilized.  However,  if  you  feel  strongly 
about  this,  use  only  slow-release  varieties  or  organic  sources. 

Weeding:  Weeds  compete  with  your  trees  for  water,  nutrients, 
and  space,  and  they  can  harbor  insects  and  disease.  If  you  see 
small  weeds,  pull  them  out  before  they  become  established. 
Do  not  use  chemical  weed  killers  to  control  the  weeds  near 
young  trees.  Also,  remember  lawn  mowers  and  weed  eaters 
can  kill  trees.  Every  time  the  tree  is  bumped,  the  tender  bark 
is  killed.  Keep  the  area  around  the  base  of  the  tree  mulched, 
which  will  help  keep  moisture  in  and  weeds  and  grass  out. 

Removing  Stakes:  After  the  first  year,  remove  the  ties  and 
stakes.  Keeping  them  any  longer  will  weaken  the  tree,  mak- 
ing it  unable  to  support  itself.  If  the  tree  can't  stand  on  its 
own,  call  your  tree  warden. 
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Insect  and  Disease  Control:  Each  spring,  check  the  tree  for 
insects.  First,  place  a  white  cloth  below  the  tree,  then  shake 
the  tree.  Collect  any  insects  that  fall  out.  Closely  look  at  both 
sides  of  the  leaves  to  see  if  there  are  clinging  insects  or  pests. 
Also  check  leaf  color.  Most  healthy  trees  have  dark  green 
leaves.  Finally,  check  for  leaf  spotting  or  holes.  If  you  see  any 
insects  or  the  tree  has  problems,  call  your  tree  warden  for 
advice.  Also,  you  may  call  the  Department  of  Environmental 
Management's  Bureau  of  Shade  Tree  Management  and  Pest 
Control  at  (617)  727-3180  X675  for  assistance.

Basically,  pruning  helps  shape  the  tree  and  maintain  its 
health  by  cutting  out  dead,  diseased,  or  injured  wood.  Prune 
trees  sparingly.  Here's  a  good  rule  of  thumb:  Never  remove 
more  than  a  third  of  the  crown  in  any  one  year.  If  you  are 
in  doubt,  don't  remove  it. 

After  the  first  year,  check  the  tree  to  see  how  it  is  growing. 
First,  look  for  broken  limbs.  Next,  see  if  the  tree  has  any 
sprouts  coming  from  its  base.  Then  check  for  rubbing  limbs 
and  tightly  clustered  limbs.  Last,  check  to  see  if  the  tree  has 
a  single  leader.  With  good  pruning  shears,  prune  off  the 
problem  limbs  that  are  less  than  one  inch  in  diameter.  If  the 
limb  is  larger  or  out  of  reach,  please  call  your  tree  warden. 

When  pruning  a  tree,  always  use  sharp  tools.  Dull  tools  are 
harder  and  more  dangerous  to  use,  and  they  may  harm  the 
tree.  When  pruning  any  limb,  cut  outside  of  the  branch  col- 
lar. Don't  use  wound  dressing.  Research  has  shown  that 
wound  dressing  is  useless  and  may  even  harm  the  tree.

VOLUNTEER  INVOLVEMENT 
AND  FUNDRAISING 


Fundraising 

No  matter  what  kind  of  funds  you're  after,  the  steps  to  suc- 
cessful fundraising  are  basically  the  same: 

•  Define  the  need.  Clarify  your  goals  by  preparing  a  bud- 
get and  a  simple  case  statement. 

•  Identify  potential  sources.  These  include  community 
members,  individuals,  small  businesses,  corporations, 
foundations,  and  the  government. 


•  Develop  an  appropriate  strategy.  Determine  who  are 
the  most  likely  hinders  for  each  of  your  needs,  and  what 
approach  best  suits  your  situation. 

•  Implement  the  strategy.  Pay  special  attention  to  estab- 
lishing good  donor  relations. 

•  Maintain  your  donor  relations!  Unless  your  donors  are 
happy  with  the  relationship,  and  feel  good  about  what 
they  are  doing  for  you,  they  will  look  to  support  other 
organizations.  Be  attentive  to  what  they  want  from  the 
partnership.  Always  include  them  in  press  releases, 
events,  etc.  They  are  in  it  for  the  publicity —  make  sure 
it's  there! 

With  clear  goals,  a  realistic  budget,  a  little  research,  and  a 
creative  mindset,  anyone  can  be  a  successful  fundraiser.

Community  Involvement 

Organizing  a  new  volunteer  group  isn't  as  difficult  as  it  may 
seem.  Just  proceed  step-by-step  and  modify  the  following 
process  to  meet  your  own  needs.  The  key  is  getting  started! 

1.  Create  a  "steering  committee." 

2.  Host  an  "interest  meeting"  (perhaps  with  refreshments) 
to  solidify  the  interest  of  attendees  in  creating  an  orga- 
nization. Develop  an  initial  plan  to  gather  information 
for  a  major  presentation  to  the  community- at-large. 

3.  Investigate  the  state  of  your  urban  forest.  Look  to  your 
tree  warden,  municipal  tree  program,  and  other  exist- 
ing groups  for  assistance,  or  call  the  State  Urban 
Forestry  Coordinator  at  (617)  727-3180  Ext.  657. 

4.  Identify  available  planting  spaces  or  other  needed  action 
such  as  mulching,  watering,  or  pruning  (not  including 
home  gardens,  but  certainly  yards  abutting  sidewalks — 
see  "Regulations"  Chapter  87  laws).  Streets,  parks, 
schools,  playgrounds,  and  other  community-owned 
public  spaces  are  possibilities. 

5.  Organize  a  formal  meeting.  Invite  town  residents  and 
officials,  and  present  the  "state-of-the-urban-forest" 
from  the  information  you  have  gathered.  Set  a  date  for 
the  next  meeting  to  begin  design  of  an  action  plan. 

6.  Develop  your  action  plan.  Adopt  a  goal  and  objectives, 
consider  your  organizational  structure,  expand  your 
network  of  contacts,  design  public  outreach,  create  a  list 
of  local  nurseries,  plan  your  campaign  launch,  and 
develop  your  first  year  planting  schedule. 
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7.  Develop  plans  for  activities  related  to  urban  forestry, 
other  than  tree  planting:  street  tree  inventory,  mainte- 
nance assessment  and  implementation  plan,  public  edu- 
cation, tree  pit  clearing  and  maintenance. 

8.  Assess  your  plan  annually.  Make  presentations  to  your 
community  officials  to  get  their  support,  and  improve 
your  goals  and  action  plan  each  year  to  fit  with  the  suc- 
cess you've  accomplished  in  your  community.

Massachusetts  General  Laws, 
Chapter  87.  SHADE  TREES 

Public  Shade  Trees  Defined 

Chapter  87.  Section  1.  All  trees  within  a  public  way  or  on  the 
boundaries  thereof  shall  be  public  shade  trees;  and  when  it  appears 
in  any  proceeding  in  which  the  ownership  of  or  rights  in  a  tree  are 
material  to  the  issue,  that,  from  length  of  time  or  otherwise,  the 
boundaries  of  the  highway  cannot  be  made  certain  by  records  or 
monuments,  and  that  for  that  reason  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  tree 
is  within  the  highway,  it  shall  be  taken  to  be  within  the  highway 
and  to  be  public  property  until  the  contrary  is  shown. 

["The  legislation  concerning  public  shade  trees  has  been  enacted 
frome  time  to  time  not  merely  to  satisfy  the  desire  of  cities  and 
towns  for  the  conservation  in  their  thoroughfares  of  shade  and 
ornamental  trees,  in  many  instances  a  legacy  from  the  past  or  the 
gift  of  public  spirited  citizens,  but  for  the  benefit  and  enjoyment 
of  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  Commonwealth  having  occasion  to  use 
the  public  ways." — Whiting  v.  Board  of  Public  Works  of  Holyoke, 
222  MA22.26.] 

["Sections  two  and  three  confer  upon  the  tree  warden  absolute 
power  respecting  the  setting  out,  care,  maintenance  and  removal 
of  shade  trees  and  the  enforcement  of  all  provisions  of  law  for  their 
preservation,  with  the  exception  of  trees  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
park  commissioners,  but  of  those  also  upon  request  of  the  park 
commissioners,  and  with  the  further  exception  that  no  shade  trees 
shall  be  planted  within  a  public  way  without  license  fromt  he  select- 
men or  road  commissioners  where  such  authority  has  been  vested 
in  them.  These  sections  define  the  power  and  authority  of  the  tree 
warden  respecting  shade  trees."] 

Powers  of  Tree  Wardens 

Chapter  87.  Section  2.  The  tree  warden  of  a  town  may  appoint 
and  remove  deputy  tree  wardens.  He  and  they  shall  receive  such 
compensation  as  the  town  determines  or,  in  default  thereof,  as  the 
selectmen  allow.  He  shall  have  the  care  and  control  of  all  public 
shade  trees,  shrubs  and  growths  in  the  town,  except  those  within  a 
state  highway,  and  those  in  public  parks  or  open  space  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  park  commissioners,  and  shall  have  care  and  con- 
trol of  the  latter,  if  so  requested  in  writing  by  the  park  commis- 
sioners, and  shall  enforce  all  the  provisions  of  law  for  the  preserva- 
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tion  of  such  trees,  shrubs  and  growths.  He  shall  expend  all  money 
appropriated  for  the  setting  out  and  maintenance  of  such  trees, 
shrubs  and  growths,  and  no  tree  shall  be  planted  within  a  public 
way  without  the  approval  of  the  tree  warden,  and  in  towns  until  a 
location  therefor  has  been  obtained  from  the  selectmen  or  road  com- 
missioners. He  may  make  regulations  for  the  care  and  preservation 
of  public  shade  trees  and  establish  fines  and  forfeitures  of  not  more 
than  twenty  dollars  in  any  one  case  for  violation  thereof;  which, 
when  posted  in  one  or  more  public  places,  and,  in  towns,  when 
approved  by  the  selectmen,  shall  have  the  effect  of  town  by-laws. 

["...Although  the  expediency  and  extent  of  municipal  activity  is  left 
to  the  wisdom  of  local  instrumentalities  of  government  and  is  not 
imperatively  determined  by  the  Legislature,  the  character  of  such 
beneficial  work  is  distinctly  the  public  weal  rather  than  any  private 
emolument  of  the  city  or  town.  It  is  plain  that  under  principles 
firmly  established  in  our  law,  the  performance  of  these  functions 
constitutes  not  private  acts,  but  public  service.  A  person,  although 
appointed  and  paid  by  a  city  or  town,  performing  such  duties  under 
a  legislative  mandate,  is  not  a  private  agent  or  servant,  but  a  pub- 
lic officer..."] 

["This  principle  of  exoneration  is  not  one  of  narrow  or  technical 
reasoning,  but  rests  upon  the  broad  foundation  widely  accepted  in 
most  jurisdictions,  that  an  agency  of  government,  while  engaged 
upon  duties  imposed  solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  public,  is  not  liable 
for  the  negligent  performance  of  such  duty... The  duty  which  the 
defendant  was  performing  was  sovereign  and  not  private  in  its 
nature.  It  might  have  been  taken  over  by  the  Commonwealth  as  it 
has  been  as  to  State  highway." — Donohue  v.  Newburyport,  211 
MA  561,564,565.] 

Cutting  of  Public  Shade  Trees;  Hearing;  Damages 

Chapter  87.  Section  3.  Except  as  provided  by  section  five,  public 
shade  trees  shall  not  be  cut,  trimmed  or  removed,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  by  any  person  other  than  the  tree  warden  or  his  deputy,  even 
if  he  be  the  owner  of  the  fee  in  the  land  on  which  such  tree  is  sit- 
uated, except  upon  a  permit  in  writing  from  said  tree  warden,  nor 
shall  they  be  cut  down  or  removed  by  the  tree  warden  or  his  deputy 
or  other  person  without  a  public  hearing  and  said  tree  warden  or 
his  deputy  shall  cause  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  hear- 
ing thereof,  which  shall  identify  the  size,  type  and  location  of  the 
shade  tree  or  trees  to  be  cut  down  or  removed,  to  be  posted  in  two 
or  more  public  places  in  the  town  and  upon  the  tree  at  least  seven 
days  before  such  hearing  and  published  in  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  the  city  or  town  once  in  each  of  two  successive  weeks, 
the  first  publication  to  be  not  less  than  seven  days  before  the  day 
of  the  hearing  or  if  no  such  local  newspaper  exists  then  in  accor- 
dance with  the  provisions  of  section  six  of  chapter  four,  provided, 
however,  that  when  a  public  hearing  must  be  held  under  the  pro- 
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visions  of  this  section  and  under  section  fifteen  C  of  chapter  forty 
prior  to  the  cutting  or  removal  of  a  tree,  such  hearing  shall  be  con- 
solidated into  a  single  public  hering  before  the  tree  warden  and  the 
planning  board,  or  if  there  is  no  planning  board,  the  selectmen  of 
a  town  or  the  city  council  of  a  city,  and  notice  of  such  consolidat- 
ed public  hearing  shall  be  given  by  the  tree  warden  or  his  deputy 
as  provided  herein.  Any  person  injured  in  his  property  by  the  action 
of  the  officers  in  charge  of  the  public  shade  trees  as  to  the  trim- 
ming, cutting,  removal  or  retention  of  any  such  tree,  or  as  to  the 
amount  awarded  to  him  for  the  same,  may  recover  the  damages,  if 
any,  which  he  has  sustained,  from  the  town  under  chapter  seven- 
ty-nine. ("Amended  by  St.  1978  Ch.  114,  approved  April  28,  1978, 
effective  90  days  thereafter;  and  by  St.  1979  Ch.552,  §2,  approved 
Aug.  20,  1979,  effective  90  days  thereafter.") 

["The  discretion  and  sound  judgement  of  the  town  tree  warden 
alone  determines  whether  a  shade  tree  shall  be  trimmed... and  he  is 
not  subject  to  the  control  of  the  surveyor  (of  highways)  or  road 
commissioners... It  may  be  assumed  that  the  Legislature  made  this 
provision  in  order  that  the  trimming  should  be  done,  not  by  the 
road  officer  inexperienced  in  such  matters,  but  by  the  scientific 
judgement  of  a  forester  or  other  official  familiar  with  trees,  and  that 
thus  the  beauty  and  preservation  of  shade  trees  be  conserved,  at  the 
same  time  it  is  recognized  that  the  safety  of  the  traveling  public  is 
the  paramount  consideration,  and  placed  upon  the  officer,  charged 
with  responsibility  of  maintaining  all  public  ways  reasonably  safe 
and  convenient  for  travel,  the  duty  of  determining  whether  any 
branches  should  be  removed." — Wright  v.  Chelsea,  207  MA 
460,464.] 

["No  statute  of  this  Commonwealth  in  terms  makes  any  provision 
for  a  petition  under  the  eminent  domain  act,  MGL  Ch.79,  to 
recover  damages  to  person  or  property  sustained  by  reason  of  the 
failure  of  public  officials  to  remove  or  make  safe  trees  which  endan- 
ger, hinder,  or  incommode  travel  on  a  public  way.  The  remedy,  if 
any  there  be  for  such  harm,  is  to  be  found  at  common  law  or  in 
statutory  provision  requiring  that  public  highways  shall  be  kept  rea- 
sonably safe  for  travel  at  all  seasons  of  the  year."  Jones  v.  Great 
Barrington,  269  MA  202,  205.] 

["Under  the  statute,  MGL  Ch.87,  §3,  the  tree  could  not  be 
removed  by  the  commissioner  of  public  works  until  after  a  public 
hearing  at  which  the  parties  interested  might  have  an  opportunity 
to  be  heard.  As  there  was  no  such  hearing,  the  remedy  given  to  the 
party  injured  in  her  property  does  not  apply.  That  remedy  is  pure- 
ly statutory:  it  is  not  given  for  mere  neglect  to  remove  a  tree  stand- 
ing in  the  public  highway  and  which  falls  upon  the  house  of  an 
adjoining  owner,  when  there  has  been  no  public  hearing.  The  fail- 
ure of  the  commissioner  to  remove  the  tree  did  not  give  the  peti- 
tioner a  right  to  damages  under  the  eminent  domain  statute...] 
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["The  petitioner  contends  that  the  natural  meaning  of  the  word 
'retention'  as  used  in  the  statute  is  to  give  a  right  to  damages  to  one 
injured  in  property  by  the  mere  fact  that  such  officers  permit  a 
shade  tree  causing  damage  to  remain  in  the  highway.  The  word 
'retaining'  appears  in  St.  1867  Ch.242  §1.  That  section  recognized 
the  private  ownership  of  all  shade  trees  to  be  in  the  abutting  owner, 
but  forbade  him  to  cut  down  such  trees  without  first  giving  notice 
to  public  officers  who  might  'retain'  such  tree  as  a  shade  tree;  and 
in  that  event  the  owner  could  recover  damages  according  to  the 
highway  law.  The  retention  of  the  tree  in  those  circumstances  was 
an  act  of  eminent  domain.  In  subsequent  statutes  the  word  'reten- 
tion' is  used,  and  the  continuation  of  the  word,  particularly  in 
St.1915,  Ch.145,  §3,8,  andMGLCh.87,  §3,8,  indicates  that  it  is 
to  continue  to  have  the  same  meaning  as  'retaining,'  when  that 
word  originally  appeared  in  our  statutes.  Main  v.  County  of 
Plymouth,  223  MA66,69;  and  as  in  the  case  at  bar  the  require- 
ments of  the  section  were  not  complied  with  the  petitioner  cannot 
recover." — Cody  v.  North  Adams,  265  MA65,68.] 

["The  proper  procedure  for  dealing  with  the  removal  of  shade  trees 
where  the  purpose  of  a  municipal  board  is  to  construct  a  wider  trav- 
eled or  paved  surface  within  the  limits  of  a  highway  already  laid 
out  is  by  holding  a  public  hearing  under  §3." — Graham  v.  Board 
of  Public  Works  in  Pittsfield,  285,MA544.] 

["Trees  on  a  boulevard  are,  however,  public  shade  trees,  within 
MGL  Ch87  §1,  for  the  boulevard  is  a  public  way.  Public  shade 
trees,  that  is,  trees  within  a  public  way  other  than  a  State  Highway) 
or  on  its  boundaries,  may  generally  be  removed  only  by  the  tree 
warden,  and  not  by  him  without  a  public  hearing,  and  not  by  him 
without  approval  by  the  selectmen  or  mayor  if  written  objection 
has  been  made.  (MGL  Ch87,  §3,4,5;  Graham  v.  Board  of  Public 
Works  of  Pittsfield,  285  MA544)  In  cities  other  officers  may  be 
charged  with  the  duties  of  tree  wardens.  Ch.81,  §13.] 

["No  statute  expressly  gives  powers  over  trees  on  boulevards,  as  a 
statute  does  over  trees  on  State  highways.  The  plaintiffs  contend 
that  tree  wardens  and  other  town  and  city  officers  may  exercise  their 
statutory  powers  over  boulevards,  as  over  ordinary  highways  and 
town  ways.  But  reading  MGL  Ch.92,  §35,33,  together,  it  is  clear 
that  the  preservation  and  care  of  boulevards  is  committed  to  the 
metropolitan  district  commission,  to  the  exclusion  of  cities  and 
towns.  By  §35  the  commission  shall  'have  such  rights  and  powers 
in  regard  to  (boulevards)  as,  in  general,  counties,  cities  and  towns 
have  over  public  ways  under  their  control.'  It  is  true  that  local  offi- 
cers, rather  than  cities  and  towns  as  such,  have  control  of  public 
shade  trees.  (Donohue  v.  Newburyport,  211  MA56l,565,566; 
Valvoline  Oil  Co.  v.  Winthrop,  235  MA515.)  But  we  are  inclined 
to  think  that,  after  the  care  of  a  boulevard  has  been  vested  in  the 
commission,  it  was  not  the  legislative  intention  that  the  removal  of 
trees  should  be  within  the  control  of  city  or  town  officers.  We  think 
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that  the  removal  of  trees  on  a  boulevard  is  within  the  control  of  the 
commission,  and  that  the  provisions  of  MGL  Ch.87  do  not  apply." 
Medford  v.  Metropolitan  District  Commission,  1939  A.S.1277  (22 
N.E.  2nd  110).] 

Cutting  Down  or  Removal  of  Public  Shade  Trees,  Approval  of 

Mayor  or  Selectman  Required 

if  Objection  Made 

Chapter  87.  Section  4.  Tree  wardens  shall  not  cut  down  or  remove 
or  grant  a  permit  for  the  cutting  down  or  removal  of  a  public  shade 
tree  if,  at  or  before  a  public  hearing  as  provided  in  the  preceding 
section,  objection  in  writing  is  made  by  one  or  more  persons,  unless 
such  cutting  or  removal  or  permit  to  cut  or  remove  is  approved  by 
the  selectmen  or  by  the  mayor. 

Cutting  Down  Bushes  and  Small  Trees 
that  Obstruct  Travel 

Chapter  87.  Section  5.  Tree  wardens  and  their  deputies,  but  no 
other  person,  may,  without  a  hearing,  trim,  cut  down  or  remove 
trees,  less  than  one  and  one  half  inches  in  diameter  one  foot  from 
the  ground,  and  bushes,  standing  in  public  ways;  and,  if  ordered 
by  the  mayor,  selectmen,  road  commissioners  or  highway  survey- 
or, shall  trim  or  cut  down  trees  and  bushes,  if  the  same  shall  be 
deemed  to  obstruct,  endanger,  hinder  or  incommode  persons  trav- 
eling thereon  or  to  obstruct  buildings  being  moved  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  section  18  of  Ch.85.  Nothing  contained  in  this  chap- 
ter shall  prevent  the  trimming,  cutting  or  removal  of  any  tree  which 
endangers  persons  traveling  on  a  highway,  or  the  removal  of  any 
tree,  if  so  ordered  by  the  proper  officers  for  the  purpose  of  widen- 
ing the  highway  and  nothing  herein  contained  shall  interfere  with 
the  suppression  of  pests  declared  to  be  public  nuisances  by  section 
11  ofCh.132,  including  Dutch  elm  disease.  (St.1915  Ch.145  §5, 
amended  by  St.  1941  Ch.490  §18;  St.  1949  Ch.76l  §12;  St.  1961 
§265.) 

["MGL  Ch87  §5,  makes  provision  for  the  removal  of  trees  within 
the  limits  of  public  ways  which  obstruct,  endanger,  hinder  or 
incommode  persons  on  public  ways.  So  far  as  material  to  the  ques- 
tions here  presented  this  statute  reads:  'Tree  wardens  and  their 
deputies... if  ordered  by  the  mayor,  selectmen,  road  commissioners 
or  highway  surveyor,  shall  trim  or  cut  down  trees  or  bushes,  if  the 
same  shall  be  deemed  to  obstruct,  endanger,  hinder  or  incommode 
persons  traveling  thereon.'  Tree  wardens  are  without  authority  to 
cut  down  or  remove  trees  that  are  more  than  one  and  one  half  inch- 
es in  diameter  one  foot  from  the  ground  without  a  public  hearing, 
even  if  the  trees  endanger  persons  lawfully  traveling  on  the  public 
way.  If  a  tree  is  within  the  limits  of  the  highway,  and  is  dangerous 
or  an  obstruction  to  public  travel,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  mayor,  select- 
men, road  commissioner  or  highway  surveyor  to  order  the  warden 
to  trim,  cut  down  or  remove  that  tree  and  of  the  warden  to  carry 
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out  the  order... The  statute  requires  neither  notice  nor  hearing  to 
precede  the  action  of  the  named  public  officer  in  this  respect. 
Failure  of  the  town  officials  named  in  MGL  Ch.87  §5,  (mayor, 
selectmen,  road  commissioner,  or  highway  surveyor),  to  cause  the 
tree  warden  to  remove  a  tree  within  the  public  highway  or  the  limbs 
of  such  a  tree,  which  tree  or  limbs  obstruct,  endanger,  hinder  or 
incommode  travelers  will  render  the  town  liable  in  an  action  of  tort 
for  damages  with  result  from  such  failure." — Jones  v.  Great 
Barrington,  269  MA  202,205.] 

["In  Whiting  v.  Board  of  Public  Works  of  Holyoke,  222  MA22,  it 
was  held  that  this  statute  is  applicable  to  a  municipality  not  in  terms 
excepted  from  its  provisions.  The  powers  of  the  board  (of  public 
works)  are  enlarged  by  MGL  Ch87  §5,  by  doing  away  with  the 
requirement  of  a  public  hearing  or  approval  by  the  mayor  in  those 
particular  instances  ( 1 )  where  a  tree  which  'endangers  persons  trav- 
eling on  a  highway'  is  to  be  trimmed,  cut  or  removed,  or  (2)  where 
the  'removal  of  any  tree...  (is)  ordered  by  the  proper  officers,  for  the 
purpose  of  widening  the  highway.'" 

[That  section  is  not  applicable  to  the  facts  of  the  case  at  bar.  The 
judge  found  expressly  that  the  trees  did  not  endanger  travel  on  the 
highway.  Hence  the  case  does  not  fall  within  the  first  part  of  the 
section.  The  testimony  of  the  chairman  of  the  board  was  in  sub- 
stance and  effect  that  the  purpose  of  the  order  was  widening  the 
highway.  It  is  plain  from  the  testimony  as  already  quoted  that  the 
meaning  of  the  witness  was  that  the  purpose  of  the  board  was  the 
widening  of  the  traveled  part  of  the  highway  within  its  existing  lim- 
its and  not  'widening  the  highway'in  the  sense  in  which  those  words 
are  used  in  the  second  part  of  that  section.  The  'widening  of  a  high- 
way' in  that  section,  and  commonly,  signifies  a  change  in  its  loca- 
tion,— that  is  to  say,  its  boundaries, — effected  by  bringing  more  of 
the  earth's  surface  within  that  location... Such  'widening'  is  often 
comprehended  within  the  broader  term  'alteration.'. ..It  requires  the 
exercise  of  eminent  domain.  It  is  different  in  nature  from  a  con- 
struction of  a  wider  traveled  or  paved  surface  within  the  limits  of 
the  highway  as  already  laid  out.  Such  an  extension  of  construction, 
if  of  sufficient  magnitude,  is  frequently  and  accurately  descrived  as 
the  making  of  specific  repairs." 

["The  board  took  no  proceedings  for  the  widening  or  alteration  of 
the  way.  Its  intention  was  not  to  take  more  land  for  highway  pur- 
pose or  to  make  a  widening  or  alteration  of  the  way.  Its  only  aim 
was  to  make  certain  specific  or  general  repairs  upon  land  already 
appropriated  to  highway  purposes,  whereby  a  larger  portion  of  its 
surface  would  be  available  for  actual  travel." 

["In  view  of  the  design  and  purpose  of  the  board  to  make  available 
for  public  travel  a  larger  portion  of  the  land  already  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  way  as  previously  laid  out,  the  proper  procedure 
for  dealing  with  the  trees  was  by  holding  a  public  hearing  under 
MGL  Ch.87  §3,4.  That  procedure  failed  to  become  effective 
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because  not  approved  by  the  mayor." — Graham  v.  Board  of  Public 
Works  of  Pittsfield.  285  MA  544,546.] 

["Except  as  provided  in  §  5,  public  shade  trees  shall  not  be  trimmed 
nor  removed  in  whole  or  in  part  by  any  person  other  than  the  tree 
warden  or  his  deputy,  except  upon  a  permit  in  writing  from  the 
tree  warden,  nor  shall  they  be  cut  down  nor  removed  by  the  tree 
warden  or  his  deputy  or  other  person  without  a  public  hearing  after 
notices  posted  as  prescribed  by  the  statute  and  after  authority  grant- 
ed by  the  tree  warden  therefor.  Under  §5,  if  ordered  by  the  mayor 
and  alderman,  selectman,  road  commissioners  or  highway  survey- 
or, it  is  the  duty  of  the  tree  warden  to  cut  down  trees  and  bushes  if 
they  shall  be  deemed  to  obstruct,  endanger,  hinder  or  incommode 
persons  traveling  on  the  highway..."  The  part  of  §5  last  quoted  can- 
not be  construed  as  authorizing  public  officials  other  than  tree  war- 
dens and  their  deputies  to  trim  or  remove  a  tree  which  endangers 
persons  traveling  on  a  highway.  The  care,  maintenance,  trimming 
and  removal  of  shade  trees  in  highways  have  been  the  subject  of 
legislative  action  for  several  years,  and  their  control  is  vested  in  the 
tree  wardens  in  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  except  so 
far  as  it  is  imposed  on  other  officials  by  the  charters  of  cities  by 
other  legislative  enactment,  or  by  the  ordinances  of  cities,  or  upon 
such  officials  as  the  city  government  shall  designate  for  that  pur- 
pose. The  result  of  the  legislation  on  this  subject  has  been  to  place 
practically  the  entire  control  of  such  trees  in  tree  wardens,  and  to 
leave  little,  if  any,  authority  in  other  municipal  officers.  While  the 
statute  provides  that  nothing  in  the  act  shall  prevent  the  trimming, 
cutting  or  removal  of  a  tree  that  endangers  persons  traveling  upon 
a  highway,  this  language  must  be  construed  in  connection  with 
other  sections  of  the  statute,  including  §3.  We  construe  the  lan- 
guage in  question  to  mean  that  if  a  tree  endangers  persons  travel- 
ing upon  a  highway  it  may  be  trimmed,  cut,  or  removed  by  a  tree 
warden  or  his  deputy  without  notice  and  hearing,  but  no  other  per- 
son is  empowered  so  to  act." 

["It  follows  that  the  officials  named  in  §5  may  order  the  tree  war- 
den to  trim  or  cut  down  a  tree  if  they  believe  it  endangers,  hinders, 
or  incommodes  persons  traveling  on  the  highway,  and  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  tree  warden  to  carry  out  the  order  so  given;  but  the  power 
of  the  officials  named  is  limited  to  ordering  it  to  be  removed  by  the 
tree  warden.  Under  earlier  statutes  it  was  held  that  a  surveyor  of 
highways  had  no  authority  summarily  to  cut  down  a  shade  tree 
standing  in  the  highway  which  was  in  a  defective  and  dangerous 
condition,  but  under  Pub.Sts.Ch.52  §10,  as  amended  by  St.  1885 
Ch.123  §2,  he  was  required  to  proceed  to  obtain  the  consent  of 
the  proper  municipal  authorities,  meanwhile  taking  proper  staps 
to  prevent  injury  to  travelers." — Valvoline  Oil  Co.  v.  Winthrop, 
235  MA  515,519.] 
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Penalty  for  Violations  of  Sections  3,4,&  5 

Chapter  87.  Section  6.  Violations  of  any  provision  of  the  three 
preceding  sections  shall  be  punished  by  forfeiture  of  not  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars  to  the  use  of  the  city  or  town.  (Added  by 
St.l915Ch.l45§6) 

Planting  of  Shade  Trees 

Chapter  87.  Section  7.  Towns  may  appropriate  money  to  be 
expended  by  the  tree  warden  in  planting  shade  trees  in  the  public 
ways,  or,  if  he  deems  it  expedient,  upon  adjoining  land,  at  a  dis- 
tance not  exceeding  twenty  feet  from  said  public  ways,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  improving,  protecting,  shading  or  ornamenting  the  same; 
provided,  that  the  written  consent  of  the  owner  of  such  adjoining 
land  shall  first  be  obtained.  (St.  191 5  Ch.145  §7) 

Trees  on  State  Highways 

Chapter  87.  Section  8.  The  department  of  highways,  in  this  chap- 
ter called  the  department,  shall  have  the  care  and  control  of  all  trees, 
shrubs  and  growths  within  state  highways,  and  may  trim,  cut  or 
remove  such  trees,  shrubs  or  growths,  or  license  the  trimming,  cut- 
ting or  removal  thereof.  No  such  tree,  shrub  or  other  growth  shall 
be  trimmed,  cut  or  removed  by  any  other  than  an  agent  or  employ- 
ee of  the  department,  even  if  he  be  the  owner  of  the  fee  in  the  land 
on  which  such  tree,  shrub  or  growth  is  situated,  except  upon  a  per- 
mit in  writing  from  the  department.  Any  person  injured  in  his 
property  by  the  action  of  the  department  as  to  the  trimming,  cut- 
ting, removal  or  retention  of  any  such  tree,  shrub  or  other  growth 
may  recover  the  damages,  if  any,  which  he  has  sustained,  from  the 
Commonwealth,  under  chapter  79.  (Added  by  St.  1 905  Ch.279  §  1 ; 
amended  by  St.  1908  Ch.297  §1;  St.1915  Ch.145  §8,13;  St.1931 
Ch.394  §46;  St.  1991  Ch.552  §58) 

Signs  and  Marks  on  Public  Shade  Trees 

Chapter  87.  Section  9.  Whoever  affixes  to  a  tree  in  a  public  way 
or  places  a  notice,  sign,  advertisement  or  other  thing,  whether  in 
writing  or  otherwise,  or  cuts,  paints  or  marks  such  tree,  except  for 
the  purpose  of  protecting  it  or  the  public  and  under  a  written  per- 
mit from  the  officer  having  the  charge  of  such  trees  in  a  city  or  from 
the  tree  warden  in  a  town,  or  from  the  department  in  the  case  of  a 
state  highway,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty 
dollars.  Tree  wardens  shall  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  section; 
but  if  a  tree  warden  fails  to  act  in  the  case  of  a  state  highway  with- 
in thirty  days  after  the  receipt  by  him  of  a  complaint  in  writing 
from  his  department,  the  department  may  proceed  to  enforce  this 
section.  (St.  1893  Ch.403...[4  other  Sts.]...St.l931  Ch.394  §47) 
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Injury  to  Trees  on  State  Highways 

Chapter  87.  Section  10.  Whoever  without  authority  trims,  cuts 
down  or  removes  a  tree,  shrub  or  growth,  within  a  state  highway 
or  maliciously  injures,  defaces  or  destroys  any  such  tree,  shrub  or 
growth  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six 
months,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  to  the 
use  of  the  Commonwealth.  (St.  1905  Ch.279  §3;  St.  1908  Ch.297 
§2;St.l915Ch.l45§10,13.) 

Injury  to  Trees  of  Another  Person 

Chapter  87.  Section  1 1 .  Whoever  wilfully,  maliciously  or  wan- 
tonly cuts,  destroys  or  injures  a  tree,  shrub  or  growth  which  is 
not  his  own,  standing  for  any  useful  purpose,  shall  be  punished 
by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six  months  or  by  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

Injury  to  Shrubs,  Trees  or  Fixtures 

Chapter  87.  Section  12.  Whoever  wantonly  injures,  defaces  or 
destroys  a  shrub,  plant  or  tree,  or  fixture  of  ornament  or  utility,  in 
a  public  way  or  place  or  in  any  public  enclosure,  or  negligently  or 
wilfully  suffers  an  animal  driven  by  or  for  him  or  belonging  to  him 
in  injure,  deface  or  destroy  such  shrub,  plant,  tree  or  fixture,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and 
shall  in  addition  thereto  be  liable  to  the  town  or  any  person  for  all 
damages  to  its  or  his  interest  in  said  shrub,  plant,  tree  or  fixture 
caused  by  such  act.  Whoever  by  any  other  means  negligently  or 
wilfully  injures,  defaces  or  destroys  such  a  shrub,  plant,  tree  or  fix- 
ture shall  likewise  be  liable  to  the  town  or  any  person  for  all  dam- 
ages to  its  or  his  interest  in  said  shrub,  plant,  tree  or  fixture  caused 
by  such  act.  (St.  1856  Ch.256  §2..[10  other  items]... St.  1926 
Ch.311) 

Powers  and  Duties  of  Tree  Wardens  in  Cities 

Chapter  87.  Section  13.  The  powers  and  duties  conferred  and 
imposed  upon  tree  wardens  in  towns  by  this  chapter  shall  be  exer- 
cised and  performed  in  cities  by  the  officers  charged  with  the  care 
of  shade  trees  within  the  limits  of  the  highway.  (St.  1910  Ch.363 
§l;St.l915Ch.l45  §1,130).
